Recently the United States Post Office 
issued commemorative stamp bearing 
the image Joseph Priestley. Why 
Joseph Priestley? “He was the inventor 
oxygen,” clerk the Cambridge Post 
Office explained. Well, not quite. Among 
his many other accomplishments, Priest- 
ley, who was born 250 years ago, did 
“dephlogisticated air,” which was later 
named oxygen. Hence his designation, 
Post Office press releases, “The 
Discoverer Oxygen.” 

However, Priestley also credited 
with the discovery another gas, one 
that the Post Office discreetly neglects 
mention nitrous oxide, otherwise 
known “laughing gas.” And though 
discovery oxygen received 
little attention first (he never realized 
the importance his oxygen discovery 
himself), nitrous oxide, called the first

July 23, Domenic Silvestro 
Quincy pleaded guilty charges 
having failed pay months’ worth 
state meals taxes food service and 
his wiie ran while was employed 
the Department Revenue tax 
examiner. Silvestro, who part his 
official duties frequently hounded other 
restaurants for delinquent taxes (News, 
March 22), was also charged with having 
violated Massachusetts conflict-of-inter- 
est law having catered four state- 
agency functions.

Through its content and through the 
back-room dealing its leaders, has 
helped shape national and local policy. 
Kelly, living the street where was 
born and watching the Post change from 
small-time, dippy operation what

today, both moderately impressed 
and harshly critical. Post,” 
concludes his book, “may more 
powerful, but the New York Times less 
partial, more disciplined, more reliable, 
and more devoted the reporting 
difficult essentials.” 

Kelly worried about the power that 
the Post has amassed. also worried 
that, more and more major cities are 
left with only one newspaper one 
extraordinarily powerful newspaper 
those papers will assume the presump- 
tuousness the Post. 

“The vices and virtues have are all 
common,” said. “It’s the degree 
different. most newspapers, the ar- 
rogance the young reporters. the 
Post, the arrogance from the top 
down.” And Kelly can more abide 
what sees the arrogance the Post 
than his father could put with the 
arrogance the Brits. 

The paper was not always powerful. Its 
beginnings were humble humble 
gets: began publishing 1877, the 
foot Capitol Hill, what was then the 
city’s red-light district; was not until 
1954, when its owner, Eugene Meyer, 
bought out the rival Times-Herald, that 
the paper really began prosper. 

what are perhaps the best parts 
his book, Kelly describes Eugene and 
Agnes Meyer, Phil and Katharine Meyer 
Graham, Ben Bradlee, and others whose 
virtues and frailties were woven into the 
complex personality that the Post, 

“They were first glance odd 
couple, rich and poor, Jew and Lutheran, 
sober and frivolous, but they shared 
resentment and determination,” Kelly 
writes Eugene and Agnes Meyer. 
“They were both outsiders the fringe

Katharine Meyer Graham, who 
became publisher after her husband Phil 
shot and killed himself, 1963, Kelly 
writes, had grown with Picassos 
the walls, gardeners the green- 
house, egocentric mother, distant 
demanding father, three sisters and 
brother. She was always little over- 
whelmed.” 

For those who remember newspapers 
they were, and for those who don’t but 
always wondered, Kelly offers this de- 
scription the Post that Eugene Meyer 
bought 1934. “It was musty upstairs 
and smelled ink below. 


open-air elevator, just big enough hold 
three fat men, jerked and swayed from 
floor floor. Copy boys and timid 
visitors used the narrow, splintered 
stairs.

meant that its attitudes would have 
greater weight the halls Congress 
and the minds its subscribers, and 
established new tolerance for per- 
missive reporting.... The Post grew 
increasingly reckless and arrogant.

the Charles even well above 
the Watertown Dam and 
Barron herself admits the 
Class distinction is, best, 
“spotty.” Financial constraints 
prevent public-health agencies 
from monitoring the water 
quality regularly (indeed, one 
seems have measured the 
Charles for bacteria counts this 
entire year), and after heavy 
storm several areas drop Class 
levels that is, suitable only 
for secondary-contact water 
sports like boating. Class 
water that characterizes the entire 
Charles River Basin, which 
everything below the Watertown 
Dam Boston Harbor. 

isn’t just raw sewage that 
makes the lower Charles unfit for 
human contact. The Charles 
River Dam, the mouth, 
built 1910 ostensibly allow 
boats enter the the river 
through its complex system 
locks and baffles, admits great 
amounts saltwater into the 
basin well. Because saltwater 
denser than fresh, sinks 
roughly feet the bottom. 
There, the saltwater creates 
septic trap for the organic dreck 
leached from nearby 
outdated combined 
storm-and-sewage overflow 
system, which flushes sewage 
into the river and harbor nearly 
every time rains. The organic 
matter that gets trapped the 
basin’s murky depths uses 
great amounts oxygen, and the 
“stratification” the heavy 
saltwater layer prevents 
exchange oxygen between 
water layers. The result that 
fish and other organisms cannot 
live the river bottom. When 
any once-living thing decays 
down there, prompts the 
production hydrogen sulfide 
malodorous gas that 
sometimes bubbles the surface, 
releasing the rotten-egg aroma 
that inimitably the Charles. 
The problem exacerbated 
the fact that from its source 
Echo Lake Hopkinton its 
estuary Boston Harbor, the 
Charles drops only 400 feet over 
miles, slight grade that 
makes for very little refreshing 
current. 

Even the middle Charles 
(that area controlled the MDC 
between the Watertown and 
Natick Dams), the river 
contaminated whatever flows 
into through the storm drains. 
Because the streets are dirty, salt 
and other ice-melting chemicals, 
wrappers with the 
odd uneaten French fry attached, 
bird droppings, and (especially) 
dog crap all wash into the river 
through the storm drains. Some 
people even use the sewers 
dispose their crankcase 
oil, which law should 
returned where was 
purchased. Years before Earth 
Day and its accompanying 
environmental sensitivities, 
cattle slaughterhouses lined the 
Charles River banks (not for 
nothing are the nearby Allston 
Depot and Stockyard restaurants 

steakhouses. These abattoirs 
frequently tossed whole animal 
carcasses and their entrails into 
the Charles. The smaller 
communities above Watertown 
contributed their share 
degradation the river 
building town dumps the 
bank. 

There’s also the problem the 
water lilies. Although they are 
lovely look at, the experts say 
their proliferation due the 
presence “nutrients” the 
water (like phosphate and 
nitrogen) that have the same 
qualities and the same source 
the fertilizer farmers spread 
their soil. The lilies get the 
way swimming and other 
sports, and their long roots collect 
mud, impeding the already lazy 
progress the river downstream. 
Algae aiso grow like topsy the 
middle Charles. “When you get 
into the aesthetics swimming, 
the vegetation can very 


unattractive,” said Ferullo, 
director water quality the 
MDC. dry spells the water 
gets like green pea soup. Nobody 

1972, Congress passed the 
Federal Water Pollution Control 
Act (now the Clean Water Act), 
which directed local 
governments work toward 
certain fishable 
goals.”

This new law 
prompted several MDC- 
engineered projects; years 
later, al! but one the crucial 
polluted areas are being 
addressed.

The giant 
bubblers one visible when 
you look downstream from the 
Longfellow Bridge have 
succeeded reducing fish kills 
and flushing much the 
saltwater back out sea.

Mouth-to-mouth combat 
Washington over Central America

ASHINGTON The war 
very confusing. There are, 
roughly speaking, two sides, 
but each rife with competing factions, 
and the internecine sniping can fierce. 
Guerrilla ambushes, covert operations, 
and dirty tricks are commonplace. 
one seems know what will happen, 
though everyone both sides sure 
they have the key victory. Meanwhile, 
fearful, baffled general population 
sincerely wishes both warring camps and 
the problem they represent would 
away. 
The war rages here Washington, and 
the weapons are words, printed words, 


words, words congressional 


resolutions, words uttered presidential 
press conferences, words turgid op-ed 
pieces. Word wars are constant the 
capital, course, but this particular 
case, the words can, and do, kill people, 
for their subject the wretched shooting 
wars Central America, and what the 
United States should about them. 
far, the words have been fatal only 
inhabitants the hapless lands 
Salvador and Nicaragua and handful 
Americans unlucky enough have been 
the wrong place the right time, but 
the war here escalates intensity, the 
likelihood grows that citizens this 
country, too, will lose their lives 
different sort battle. 

One side the battle fairly simple 
identi:y. consists Ronald Reagan and 
his supporters his ad- 
ministration, Congress, and the 
peculiar community opinion that 
thrives this city. They have set 
daunting goal for themselves. best 
can ascertained through public state- 
ments, off-the-record leaks highly 
placed columnists, and the other devices 
available Washington entrail-readers, 
the president would like nothing less 
than overthrow the Marxist govern- 
ment Nicaragua force, and similarly 
suppress the Marxist guerrillas 
Salvador. And wants without 
appearing have involved the United 


States the This has turned out 
impossible, and that has triggered 
the war words. 

The situation the ground the 
actual wars appears follows. 
Nicaragua, US-financed rebel army 
between 10,000 and 12,000 men 
waging sporadic war, primarily from 
bases Honduras. Although CIA Direc- 
tor William Casey estimated this spring 
that the rebels would Managua 
Christmas, the reality seems that 
the rebels have had little effect, beyond 

spreading misery among the civilians 
they encounter and possibly solidifying 
support for the Sandinista government. 

Meanwhile, Salvador, the war 
between the Marxist rebels and the 
government continues rough 
stalemate, despite increasing amounts 
American aid. Each side’s primary suc- 
cess has been the area murdering 
innocent civilians, who are being killed 
impressive 10,000-a-year clip. Some 
estimates say one million Salvadorans, 
one-fifth the country’s population, 
have fled their homeland. Those who 
remain, both Nicaragua and 
Salvador, face economies ruined war. 

Any way one looks it, the situation 
Central America one hell mess. 
The way the administration views it, 
communism the march area 
vital our country’s interests. Accord- 
ingly, their posture fact, opposed 
American warships are “maneuvers” 
off the shores Nicaragua, and 
American troops are similar maneu- 
vers, six months duration, Hon- 
duras. another example his touch- 
ing belief that whatever one wishes 
true, the president described the maneu- 
vers “routine,” just days after Pen- 
tagon officials told reporters, many 
words, that they were designed for the 
purpose scaring the hell out the 
Nicaraguan government.

has said, repeatedly, that our 


nation’s security stake 
Central America. has moved 
airplanes, soldiers, 
about the region. Accordingly, 
many people believe 
soon involved one more 
that area. And, the polls are 
believed, they don’t much care 
for the prospect. 

Which brings the third, 
and perhaps most crucial, front 
the verbiage war. the cam- 
paign now being waged con- 
vince the Congress and the public 
that the stakes are high 
Central America that any action, 
including outright American in- 
tervention, justified indeed, 
necessary. The troops 
battle are largely irregulars, either 
columnists, commentators, 
fluential private citizens, ad- 
ministration officials speaking 
anonymously. It’s the shabbiest 
battle this shabby war. 

Ronald Reagan has often been 
called warmonger his ene- 
mies, which inaccurate 
characterization. But some his 
supporters, both and out the 
government, are, the very 
least, not opposed seeing the 
United States war. Consider 
Haig’s rhetoric Central 
America back 1981, Jeane 
Kirkpatrick’s today. Note this 
not call for confrontation with 
the Soviet Union, our real foe, but 
rather with some small country 
whose government annoys us, 
country can defeat easily and 
with impunity. these folks, 
Nicaragua looks perfect. 

And so, otherwise thought- 
ful soul like George Will can 
come out and say that it’s them 
down there and that the flabby 
American people had better gird 
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the old loins and get ready for 
the raw exercise power. Our 
vital interests are stake, threat- 
ened the 25,000-man forces 
Nicaragua and the 5000 
guerrillas Salvador. The 
obvious insanity that premise 
covered the argument that 
we're fighting the Russians down 
there. Which, course, 
precisely what not doing, 
there anywhere else. the 
administration really wanted 
strike blow the Red Empire, 
send all those guns and all 
that money the rebels 
Afghanistan. Strategically, even 
morally, that would far 
sounder move. fighting 
real live Russian invaders, the 
threat the administration 
professes see Managua. But 
send nearly much aid 
those freedom fighters, the 
very good grounds that could 
turn out damn dangerous. 
The victory death crowd, 
determined their proposed foe 
wasn’t small, they 
advocating such unfair fight. 
If, fact, they didn’t regard 
Central America mere colo- 
nial adjunct the United States, 
whose inhabitants have say 
their own destiny. read some 
the calls for “whatever 
eternal credit the American 
officials, they usually are 


read Pravda Czechoslovakia 
Poland. The sentiments are the 
same, even though the ideologies 
differ have the guns, 

Whatever may said 
elsewhere, Washington, the 
Central American 
notably free consideration 
what might best for the people 
that unhappy region. The 
administration simply seeks 
crush the perceived communist 
menace. The opposition merely 
fears open-ended commit- 
ment American blood and 
treasure for purpose. Both 
would satisfied beyond meas- 
ure should the people Central 
America back living 
anonymous misery. 

One need look further than 
Guatemala for proof that. That 
land ruled one General Rios 
Miott, crackpot thug who rules 
through torture and murder. 
Needless say, the Reagan 
government considers him 
warm friend. Sad report, our 
support for this criminal draws 
little stir from the liberal opposi- 
tion. Death and suffering 
Guatemala have yet stir head- 
lines, and so, Washington 
terms, really happened.

Perhaps doesn’t discuss his 
boyhood because the chronology 
confusing jumble interruptions 
and disjunctions. was born Atlanta, 


1934, but the time entered 
kindergarten Adrian, Michigan, 
had already lived Beloit, Wisconsin, 
and Albion, Michigan, where his father 
had worked salesman for the gas 
company and boxing coach for the 
Albion College team. went 
Catholic school for few years Adrian, 
but when his father was drafted, his 
mother moved again, back Albion, 
where the family rented floors house 
she took care of. With Catholic school 
town, Wills attended public school for 
the first time, and found himself ahead 
his fellow fourth-graders. This began 
what calls “an endless process” 
knowing more than 
skipping grades, and moving from school 
school his parents journeyed from 
town town. Finally, eighth grade, 
after stint Georgia Military Academy, 
his teacher advised his parents, “If you 
really want make life hard for him 
academically send him this Jesuit 
school, Campion, Wisconsin, and 
won't skip any more grades.” 

Campion, away from his family but 
settled for the longest stretch yet, 
inaugurated one enduring passion 
(opera) and consolidated another (re- 
ligion). can remember,” his hands 
cupped front his chin, “the first time 
ever listened Caruso and Chaliapin 
was the same day Milwaukee. 
listened Chaliapin and just 
believe that the voice could 
approaches his devotion Catholicism 
less effusively. With clipped impatience 
says, “At the high school had 
Jesuit teachers who were very impressive 
me. They were young, bright, 
edgeable, and wanted like them 
and entered the seminary.”

Then there was 
the juniorate, the next two years, which 
was also out the country and isolated. 
newspapers, political books. You 
could read literature classics but 
was mainly Greek and Latin training. 
Then moved into St. Louis the fifth 
year. They put the bulletin board 
excerpts from the St. Louis paper just 
couple pages, the front page and the 
editorial page. And that was the only 
political reading could have.” 

Catholic curiosity well devo- 
tion, Wills grew resent the intellectual 
restrictions Jesuit life. quit the 
seminary, five and half years after 
had entered. Almost immediately dug 
through the secular essays had 
squirreled away: sent piece 
Chagall Commonweal, one Gerard 
Manley Hopkins America, one 
Dostoyevsky Thought, and one 
Time magazine National Review. His 
first answer (and, turned out, his 
only acceptance) came from the 
form phone call from its editor, 
William Buckley Jr., who invited him 
New York review books and plays 
for the magazine until returned 
school the fall.

When Buckley asked 
Wills about his politics, the ex- 
seminarian seemed 
cratic the rest: Chestertonian 
distributist, replied. 

Wills didn’t mean appear 
exotic, just honest.

Plato, Aristotle, Locke, Rousseau, 
Tocqueville. Wills read them 
read them well and then 
dismissed them favor the 
Augustinian ideas had found 
attractive seminarian. his 
essay, “The Convenient State,” 
Wills interpreted 2500 years 
political thought through 
Augustinian lens. The result: not 
Wills conservatism much 
translation Augustine the 
state specifically, its vague, 
restricted role not upholder 
ideal justice but buffer 
against any disruption com- 
munal harmony. 

Nonetheless, Wills did not dis- 
appoint his conservative 
sponsors. When ran issue 
composed entirely young 
writers, Wills took over 
column, “Principles 
sies,” and filled with anti- 
communist tirade that pivoted 
this point: “If men are men, and 
war war, then Khrushchev our 
enemy.” wrote similar things 
for the Richmond News Leader 
when James Kilpatrick asked 
him serve associate 
editor, 1961. When came 
Catholicism, Wills developed 
anti-authoritarian argument dur- 
ing the early ‘60s that allowed 
devoted conservative 
tioners like himself ignore the 
encyclicals that displeased them 
without appearing scorn tra- 
dition. And his most difficult 
role, became house 
apologist for the conservative 
position race relations, appeal- 
ing for patience falling back 
the maxim that government 
has business leading reluc- 
tant community. Integration, 
wrote, “is matter that must 
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accomplished more intimate 
tribunal than the courtroom, 
the heart.” the Wills 
had become, John Leo’s words, 
William “crown 
prince.”

the political com- 
mentary that endeared him the 
crowd exiled him from the 
community had adopted for 
himself Baltimore, Johns 
Hopkins.

explains, that Wills “transformed 
from donnish, plodding, im- 
penetrable writer into first-class 
journalist.” Tied neither Johns 
Hopkins nor NR, needed 
income, and his old friend and 
colleague Neil McCaffrey came 
the rescue. arranged for 
Wills write biography 
William Buckley for 
conservative publishing house, 
allowing him adapt excerpts 
for national magazines. Im- 
pressed with the first chapter, 
Buckley himself sent his 
friend Harold Hayes, then man- 
aging editor Esquire, who 
subsequently 
piece. Dazzled Wills’s prose 
but wary his journalistic inex- 
perience, Hayes 
classics scholar with Ovid De- 
maris, gumshoe reporter, and 
sent them off write about Jack 
Ruby. 

Finally allowed observe the 
events analyzed, Wills was 
freed from the assumptions 
had harbored since the seminary. 
did not surrender them easily. 
For all their journalistic inten- 
tions, and all Demaris’s in- 
vestigative skills, Wills composed 
morality play whose themes 
were strangely Augustinian and 
Chestertonian, essay de- 
lusions, justice, community, and 
individualism.

Once sluggish and ponderous, 
Wills would now subtly thread 
his way, back and forth, from the 
event hand the lecture hall 
the revivalist’s meeting house. 
might begin the manner 
tour guide detached, obser- 
vant, literal, ironic, New 
Journalist commentator. Then 
might conjure simile 
highlight image, and 
classical reference buttress 
conclusion; and before long, 
metaphors and ideas would 
bouncing off one another, the 
original topic (touring ghetto, 
meeting police commissioner, 
interviewing Nixon) revealed 
now merely the text for 
entire disquisition sympathetic 
allusions and historical connec- 
tions. then that Wills would 
turn from the rostrum the 
pulpit. His voice less remote, his 
presence less guarded, would 
remind his readers bracing and 
orotund tones that apocalypse 
(racial civil war, the unleashing 
patricidal impulses antiwar 
demonstrators, nuclear devas- 
tation) lay just ahead. The effect 
was dizzying, like being tossed 
among three different narrators 
say, Tom Wolfe, John Henry 
Newman, and Jonathan Edwards 
(or, better yet, Michael Wig- 
glesworth).

was more leisurely, Wills aaopted 
similar pattern; each work, 
discussed two different topics

Predictably, stayed faithful 
Augustine, convinced that the 
role government protect 
the community from disruption, 
leaving extragovernmental de- 
vices effect change. But the 
events 1968 the excessive 
police brutality 
rights leaders, the violence that 
surrounded the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention, the arrest 
the Catonsville and the war 
Vietnam persuaded him that 
the government was violating its 
conservative function home 
and abroad. Attempting en- 
force peace the ghettos and 
justice around the world, had 
provoked domestic civil war. 
“The Augustinian morality,” 
wrote more than decade later, 
“could only look this spectacle 
and ask: When did God turn the 
day judgment over you?” 
Under such circumstances, Wills 
concluded, only civil disobe- 
dience could force the state back 
into its proper role and shock 
complacent white majority 
enough appease disgruntled 
black minority. 

Conservatives shook 
Augustinian perspective, Wills 
may have been right accept 
civil disobedience; from 
ditional conservative one, 
blasphemed. Permitting men 
disobey the law allowed them 
attack the community’s institu- 
tions the symbols the 
cohesion whenever 
they had grievances against the 
government. Neil McCaffrey re- 
members the bewilderment: “Up 
until the middle ‘60s, Garry was

They got their answer year 
later when wrote Nixon 
Agonistes, three-pronged as- 
sault liberalism, Richard Nix- 
on, and the Vietnam War. Wills 
had long lampooned American 
liberals the delight his 
conservative colleagues; they 
were considerably less pleased 
when told them that they and 
their liberal rivals sprang from 
the 
source: American liberal tra- 
dition animated the “evil ... 
belief that man’s success was the 
that true success meant one must 
accomplish everything for one- 
self, that those who accept ‘some- 
thing for nothing’ are inferior 
beings.” 

Wills, then, Nixon was “the 
last was Nixon 
agonistes: striving surpass 
himself over and over again; 
destroying his old self, Emer- 
son had advocated, order 
create newer, better one. Nixon 
represented the natural conse- 
quences liberalism that con- 
signs human activity not 
community but marketplace 
which the best always win out. 
With his “proud insistence 
starting anew, breaking free,” 
Nixon kept running, propelled 
the terrifying knowledge that 
would judged only the next 
campaign, that would 
“priced anew each day [the] 
Market.” 

Sadder still, knew that 
liberal theory was hoax. The 
best goods often fail sell; the 
best ideas frequently lose out 
glut false concepts. The best 


candidates usually not win, 
because elections are vehicles for 
compromise not forums for 
debate which winners 
badger their opponents into un- 
tenable positions and then claim 
the political center for them- 
selves. Nixon understood this 
well anyone could: had 
used that very strategy win. 

The Vietnam War exemplified 
the persistence the liberal 
Americans had elected Nixon 
president and race riots had 
illustrated the failure the 
ethic, most 
Americans still supported their 
effort export 
their ideals. this context, 
easy understand how Wills, 
the staid ex-seminarian who re- 
minded Harold Hayes 
Midwestern could 
sympathize with radical antiwar 
demonstrators. They saw the 
hypocrisy. They would longer 
buy what they had been brought 
believe, that salvation 
begins the marketplace; 
they would not accept war 
whose goal was spread that 
self-same dogma. symbolic 
act identification, Wills grew 
mutton chops his mid-30s. And 
1972, did something good 
deal less symbolic: allowed 
rally the Capitol. 

That same year, amplified 
his argument. Bare Ruined 
Choirs used the Church, 
Church still loved, para- 
digm for the institutional break- 
down society. The liberals had 
brought their problems them- 
selves, boomed: “In Pope John 
and President John, liberals 
last got the kind leaders they 
thought would suffice, and found 
that this was not enough.” 
reforming Church com- 
fortable ignorance and dead ritu- 
into open market ideas 
which any thought was good 
the next, they had let both 
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the dissenters who tugged the 
Church farther away from or- 
thodoxy and 
who cried “heresy!” Just secu- 
lar liberals had created the condi- 
tions for domestic civil war, 
Catholic ones had split their 
community apart. 

The radicals, Wills argued, will 
save his Church and his nation. 
They are the prophets who have 


always 
“Peter needs Paul Pope 
Innocent needed St. Francis, 
Pope St. 


Catherine, Pope Paul needed 
St. Ignatius. Paul needs 
Dan Berrigan.” And Lyndon 
Johnson needed Martin Luther 
King. Responsible the people 
not the throne, radical prophets 
lead back, past the liberal 
divisiveness the ‘60s and the 
nescient conformity the ‘50s, 
what Wills calls vital im- 
pulse [that lies] far down, for 
us, below the surface our 
lives.” prophet rises out his 
community and risks scorn, exile, 
even death, one thing: 
show men how they can live 
together.

Nixon Agonistes and Bare Ru- 
ined Choirs appalled the con- 
servative community. Neil 
McCaffrey asked Wills return 
the advance for the Buckley 
biography, suggesting that some- 
one else should write it, someone 
who did not promote radical 
violence. They have not spoken 
years. Frank Meyer, for 
decade mentor and closest 
friend, flayed his former student 
print for slandering the 
American electoral system and 
flaunting his contempt for 
Middle America, its values, its 
virtues, its instinctive grasp 
what the United States and the 
West have always stood for.” 
Their friendship never recovered.

intellectuals 
befriended him after the semin- 
ary: “Our foremost prodigal son 
Garry Wills continues his riotous 
living the Left.

But Wills insists his old friends 
misunderstood him. For one 
thing, never advocated 
violence, arguing throughout the 
late ‘60s and early 
violence only hinders the goals 
that civil disobedience tries 
advance. For another, his ob- 
servations about American elec- 
tions complemented the Augusti- 
nian view government that 
Meyer had encouraged him 
articulate. 

With its two broad, non-ideo- 
logical parties, American politics 
grinds out the agents for accom- 
modation who ensure that the 
state not only reflects the innate 
conservatism the people but 


also shields the nation from the 
most disruptive demands 
special-interest groups. Change, 
Wills would argue Confessions 
Conservative, takes place 
only when self-interested min- 
orities (“elites”), led men 
willing risk the nation’s scorn 
annoy the com- 
munity large much, make 
themselves such prominent 
nuisances, that generally com- 
plaisant citizenry 
would easier satisfy their 
needs than bear their com- 
plaints. Hence the accomplish- 
ments every American reform 
movement behalf aboli- 
tion, temperance, women’s suf- 
frage, civil rights, resistance 
the Vietnam War originated 
not the free market legis- 
lation (as liberal historians have 
suggested) but rather outside 
government, the angry 
protests reformers. And that, 
Wills wrote Explaining Ameri- 
(1982), was how the drafters 
the Constitution intended the 
state operate, creating system 
checks and balances with 
series staggered elections that 
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public 
presumably toward some kind 
consensus. only when the 
government violates its con- 
servative role that harms the 
community ostensibly serves. 
The Kennedy Imprisonment 
Wills exposed the dangers that 
lurked behind 
fidence the Kennedy ad- 
ministration, the bravado that 
flirted with nuclear devastation. 
continues concern himself 
with the mistaken sense power 
that lures American leaders into 
situations wars being the most 
destructive and misleading 
that they cannot control and that 
ultimately tear the community 
apart. 

for his contempt 
American values, Wills spent

American behavior. person, 
explains his thesis with the quiet, 
deliberate cadence father 
comforting his child after having 
inadvertently scared him.

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VEGETABLE MATTERS 
report August’s produce 


August prime local-produce season. 
Farmers are well into harvest, and farm 
stands and farmers’ markets are 
brimming with high-quality selections. 
Growing conditions have been just fine 
this year, though the weather did make 
mess the farmers’ efforts stagger 
their harvests. (Farmers generally plant 
portion their crop every couple 
weeks that the harvest itself can 
spread out.) cool, wet May meant that 
farmers had difficult time getting into 
the fields make successive plantings. 
Then the record heat during late June and 
early July sped plant growth such 
extent that the later plantings almost 
caught with the earlier ones. But even 
though much the crop-stagger got all 
screwed up, the crops themselves have 
been doing quite well. And now it’s time 
reap the bounty. 


Vegetables 

Local harvests spring produce either 
have wound altogether have taken 
break until the cool temperatures 
return the fall. Asparagus and peas are 
examples items that are through; 
spinach, lettuce, and other greens have 
simply gone vacation until September 
(you may find small quantities these 
around, but their quality variable). 
careful selecting local varieties these 
tender items you may actually 
better with the commercial greens the 
supermarket, which are relatively 
plentiful, cheap, and tasteful. 

Parsley and scallions, which were 
coming from New Jersey fairly high 
prices, are now moving from the local 
farms. And more quantity means 
dropping prices. You can also find nice, 
fresh herbs basil, dill, coriander, and 
mint moving from nearby farms. 

Local supplies summer squashes 
yellow crookneck and zucchini should 
least last into the early part August. 
They like heat, which determines how 
productive the plant is, and sunlight, 
which determines the lifespan the 
plant (this why summer squashes 
never make through the shorter days 
fall). 

Select squashes that are heavy for their 
size, that look fresh (that is, ones that 
drawn and wrinkled), and that 
have good color. The rind should 
tender that easily punctured with 
your fingernail. Seeds should soft and 
fully edible. 

Unwaxed cucumbers are moving 
from the farms. The short pickling cukes 
will especially plentiful through the 
month. However, the long, green salad 
cukes are not profitable for our local 
growers big operation required), 
you'll probably need look elsewhere 
for supplies. 

Native corn has begun take over 
from the New Jersey offerings. Corn 
from either here the Garden State can 
uneven quality. Good corn often 
depends less growing and harvesting 
conditions than how quickly 
cooled after harvest and how soon 
arrives the supper table. 
Unfortunately, Massachusetts has few 
cooling facilities, but fortunately, the 
farms are quite close the corn you buy 
usually harvested (as should be) the 
same day, But have eat fast, for 
store well. 

Choose corn that has fresh husks, and 
check the kernels see they are full 
and plump. Neither the color nor the size 
the kernel will tell you much, though 
some say the small kernels taste sweeter 
and others that yellow and white mix 
the best. prefer cook corn unshucked 
just throw the oven for half hour 
(until the room fills with the pungent 
odor cooking husks), then pull out, 

peel back the husk (notice how easy all 
the silk peels back also), and got 
nicely steamed cob corn that hasn’t 
lost any nutrients the pot water. 

And then there are the vegetables that

truly love the sun and the heat 
tomatoes, peppers, and eggplant. The 
tomatoes will noticeably different 
August, the New Jersey reds are 
replaced our locals. Native tomatoes 
are softer and juicier, which terrific for 
the consumer and real pain for the 
supermarket. (Chain stores prefer the 
hardball tomatoes, since these outlets 
tend more interested shelf life, 
uniform size, and eye appeal than 
flavorful produce.) 

Select tomatoes that are plump, heavy, 
and deep red. they are firm, keep them 
out the refrigerator, but don’t 
putting them the windowsill 
where sunlight can shine them. 
Actually, fruit vegetable should 
ever placed sunlight after harvest. 

Local peppers move into market right 
after tomatoes, and eggplant just after 


peppers. Peppers are sizing well and 
should strong supply and excellent 
quality through September. Bell 
peppers are one the vegetables 
grow best these parts. New Jersey 
shippers claim they longer even try 
send their peppers here soon 
ours kick in. Peppers and eggplant 
should firm and heavy, with nice 
sheen. 

The harvest native carrots should 
full volume here the first part 
August. For the past couple years, our 
carrots have been very good, and there 
reason think that this year will 
any different. And with local supplies 
adding those from Canada and 
Michigan, prices have begun break. 

Cauliflower and broccoli have begun 


show market, but they head 


better when cool (heat adds 
undesired stress the plants). Plus, local 
don’t seem ice down broccoli 
very well, which mandatory the heat 
summer. might actually better 
stay with California these items until 
fall, when the cool weather returns. 
California potatoes reds, whites, 
and Russets have started close 
down their season, and prices, which 
were reasonable, are turning upward. 
Supplies will begin switch over East 
Coast growing regions, especially 
Virginia, Delaware, and Long Island. 


However, these harvests produce 
potato that doesn’t hold all that well. 
until later September, when Maine. 
Canada, and Idaho start shipping, you 
should buy only those potatoes that you 
want use immediately. 

The onion crop from the southeast 
(home the Vidalia) has played out, and 
harvests have switched back the West 
Texas, Arizona, and California. 
Supplies are pretty tight, with prices 
and quality and shelf life mediocre. 
These onions may deteriorate quickly, 
watch for the telltale signs fruit flies. 
Relief will come early fall, when the 
New York crop begins take over. 


Fruit 

Local raspberries have peaked. 
Washington shipping some in, but they 
are lot more expensive than the local 
ones (which are becoming increasingly 
difficult find). Washington also 
shipping out nice blackberries and 
loganberries (which are long, dark red, 
and highly flavorful). Local strawberries 
are gone, back the pretty, but 


less flavorful, California offerings. 
still getting smattering gooseberries 
from New Jersey and Washington. 
Blueberries continue run steady out 
New Jersey, and the large commercial 
harvests out Michigan are starting up. 
Still, our supplies will soon mostly 
home-grown. There are more cultivated 
blues our area than there have been 
years past the Mohawk Trail area 
primarily responsible. also getting 
blues, grown low bushes 
New England, that are semi-cultivated 
and rake-harvested. These small ones 
tend sweeter, and better for making 
jams and jellies, but they are more fragile 
than the cultivated ones, you may 
have make effort find them. Plus, 
the Maine crop, which usually large, 
may bit short; and since canners 
usually get first priority, the fresh market 
the small blues may have off year. 
The peach harvest down the 
Southeast has ended sooner than usual. 
This was predicted, account the 
late-spring frost that raced through the 
region faster than Sherman did. Harvests 
have moved New Jersey, which 
reporting record crop (some percent 
over last year), but which seems 
shipping out small fruit, least for 
now. Even with the new New Jersey crop 
coming onto market and with California 
peaches still available, look for increased 
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prices, especially for larger fruit. For the 
sake prices, New Jersey peaches really 
need the Southeast crop back-up. 
Our local peaches will arrive toward the 
end the month. 

spite the heavy harvest 
Washington cherries, look for supplies 
begin tapering sharply August. (It 
didn’t help that some big rains hit 
Washington during harvest, turning 
several orchards into cherry soup.) 

Plums, too, have peaked, though they 
will take the whole month wind down. 
will move from the many varieties 
down just one, but plums should 
continue flavorful through the 
whole period. 

Nectarines are rolling along well and 
should last easily into fall. There have 
been production problems, there have 
been lots varieties (even few from 
the East Coast), and there has been good 
quality. Still, prices may some 
because the rising peach market may pull 
nectarines along. 

Cantaloupes have been fluctuating 
size, supply, and price. Mostly this due 


switches from one growing region 
another for instance, harvests have 
just jumped from the Imperial Valley, 
Southern California, the San Joaquin 
Valley, the central part the state. 
Fortunately, flavor has remained good. 
Similarly, watermelon supplies and 
prices have been fluctuating, and quality 
has been good. 

August big month for grapes. The 
best-tasting grapes are the ones with 
seeds them right now that means 
Exotics, the first variety purples, and 
Cardinals, the first reds. the seedless, 
the reds are the most flavorful, though 
few shippers are just beginning send 
out black seedless, which should 
quite interesting. the bottom the 
flavor scale are the green seedless the 
Perlettes and the Thompsons. course, 
Thompsons are the largest selling table 
grape well, old habits die hard. 

Meanwhile, got lots new 
produce arriving from nearby farms 
those luscious, flavorful delights that 
help make summer memorable. Revel 
the bounty while you can, for all too 
soon the harvests will moving once 
again.

Forecasting bright future for black gold

recurring 
American history the 

love-hate affair between 
Western resources and Eastern 
capital. One the classic variants 
this theme was played out. 
between 1973 and 1982, when the 
price barrel oil rose 1200 
percent and the ol’ boys the oil 
patch had field day with money 
sent their way Eastern in- 
vestors and consumers. the 
jargon the patch, this was 
“mullet run” mullet being 
large-mouthed fish that takes the 
bait hard when hits. 

Since mid-1982, however, the 
tables (and the mullets) have 
turned. Now the oil producers are 
hurting and it’s the investors who 
are having the field day, the 
form bargains properties 
and other assets. For variety 
reasons, putting money into oil 
investments may much 
better idea now than was two 
years ago, when everyone was 
investing oil. 

You only have see few 
numbers sense the extent 
the decline oil-field fortunes. 
crude-oil imports, measure 
overall usage and demand, 
peaked seven million barrels 
day 1977; they dropped 2.7 
million barrels day the first 
quarter this year. Stock 
major oil companies like Exxon, 
Gulf, and Texaco traded 44%, 
and 54% respectively 
1980; these stock prices had fallen 
35, 41, and percent 
February this year, and only 
recent weeks have they begun 
inch upward again. Unemploy- 
ment rampant among oil-field 


workers, and the independent 
drillers, who account for most 
exploratory “plays” this coun- 
try, now also account for many 
its bankruptcy proceedings. 

the international scene, 
many OPEC and non-OPEC oil- 
producing nations are serious 
financial straits. Mexico, for ex- 
ample, basket case, owing the 
rest the world about $85 billion 
dollars. And even the financially 
mighty Saudis saw their trade 
surplus halved from 1981 1982 
it’s now down piddling 
$38.2 billion. 

Why, then, petroleum invest- 
ing particularly interesting op- 
portunity just now? The answer 
lies the cyclic nature the oil 
business, the gradual firming 
oil prices, and most important, 
certain favorable conditions pe- 
culiar today’s oil patch. 

From the late 1970s until re- 
cently, refineries kept large 
stocks petroleum protect 
themselves case supply 
cutoffs. High interest rates have 
made expensive maintain 
such stocks, however, and deplet- 
ing them was also way put 
pressure OPEC lower 
prices, since drawing from stock 
meant purchasing less petroleum 
from abroad. Now “the glut 
over,” quote one oil-field 
analyst. Stock levels way 
down, and refineries are again 
buying new supplies. The pickup 
the world economy also 
beginning increase demand for 
crude slightly. There are signs 
automobiles are becoming popu- 
lar again. And the conservation- 


at-all-costs ethic fading rapidly 
other ways well. itself, 
none these straws counts for 
much, But together, the trends 
suggest pattern. 

cutback drilling activities 
this year will also affect supplies 
(and hence prices) petroleum 
the not-too-distant future. Al- 
though the roof fell the oil 
industry toward the end 1982, 
that year overall still set record 
for domestic drilling, with 84,693 
wells sunk. This was percent 
increase over the figure for 1981. 
With less drilling now being 
undertaken, and with demand 
picking and domestic 
reserves shrinking, seems cer- 
tain that oil prices will rise. The 
Department Energy (remem- 
ber it?) now says that our oil 
imports could grow six eight 
million barrels day 1986. 
And though the history this 
agency does not inspire con- 
fidence the numbers tosses 
about, least the direction 
change may right this time. 

But the numbers most impor- 
tant deciding whether invest 
oil are not those directly 
related supply and demand. 
They are ones that compare the 
cost finding and producing oil 
with the price that product will 
eventually fetch. 
tionship defines profit. Just now, 
for those with the money take 
advantage others’ cash-flow 
problems, the profits the oil 
business could soon about 
good ever been. 

While recent months the 
world benchmark price crude 
dropped from $34 $29 barrel, 


for example, the cost finding 
and producing oil fell much 
faster. The cost buying prime 
percent; drilling expenses are 
down percent some 
already-producing properties 
that formerly could purchased 
for about $19 per barrel known 
reserves the ground now sell 
for about $10 barrel. There 
much overcapacity and surplus 
expertise the oil patch these 
days that good rig crew can 
often hired for less than its 
own costs the companies just 
want stay busy.

Before get into the four 
principal ways one can invest 
oil, note that the same rules 
not necessarily apply natural 
gas even though “oil and gas” 
are often lumped together 
investment category (because 
many the same companies drill 
for, produce, and market both oil 
and gas). The profit potential 
natural gas, however, sepa- 
rate subject because gov- 
erned different government 
regulations and susceptible 
pipeline politics that not affect 
oil. 

One can get piece the oil 
action buying shares 
corporation that finds, refines, 
and perhaps sells petroleum and 
its by-products, buying inter- 
ests limited partnership that 
drills for new reserves buys 
already-producing properties, 
buying heating oil gasoline 
futures, buying into oil 
patch-related service companies. 

Buying stock, course, the 
simplest and most direct ap- 
proach. Stocks, which 
purchased through any 
brokerage firm, are thoroughly 
liquid investments that is, you 
can convert them into cash just 
calling your broker and telling 
him sell. noted above, 
shares the larger oil 
companies are currently selling 
for substantially less than they 
did two three years ago. And 
these firms continue generate 
regular dividends. The dividends, 
well the selling prices the 
shares themselves, are likely 
rise the future. 

Someone considering oil-com- 
pany stocks today probably 
wise focus the 
Many smaller companies that 
looked promising while ago are 
experiencing cash-flow 
problems and may not have the 
resources lines bank 
credit survive the current 
shakeout the patch. Thus they 
may not able take advan- 
tage the opportunities there. 
Some these companies, fact, 
are the opportunities. 

Drilling limited partnerships 
are the oil investment for people 
who need tax write-offs and who 
are willing take some risks 
get them. Typically, one buys 
into one these deals for $5000 
write-off the first 
year (worth 35-45 percent 
the perent tax bracket), and 
has chance for substantial 
returns the partnership finds 
oil. 

This aspect the petroleum 
industry much out favor just 
now. Some drilling partner- 
ships were registered with the 
SEC the end 1981 for sale 
1982, whereas only were 
registered the end 1982 for 
sale this year. Nonetheless, 


good drilling partnership (few 
marginal and bad ones are now 
the market) can turn out 


excellent investment. And 
since these drilling partnerships 
are currently out vogue, they 
generally feature more favorable 
profit-sharing arrangements for 
investors than such partnerships 
did when they were trendier. 

Another type oil-related 
limited partnership called 
“income fund.” Instead the 
fund doing its own drilling, 
properties, many which, 
noted above, are now available 
the cheap those with the 
capital buy. Income funds offer 
almost tax benefits since the 
government grants 
breaks only those who take the 
risk drilling themselves. But 
they have secure cash dis- 
tributions that lately have been 
averaging between and 
percent. One must realize, 
though, that part this annual 
distribution actually “return 
rather than dividend. 
That is, well has productive 
life of, for example, years and 
making percent distribu- 
tion, four percent (100 percent 
divided years) represents 
part the capital base (since 
the end years with this sort 
depleting mineral asset, 
nothing left the well sell). 
The “real” return this example, 
therefore, eight percent. 

Another 
these income funds one that 
makes them 
sophisticated investors 
volves the “proven reserves” that 
they purchase. Lay people tend 
think such reserves remain con- 
stant: you buy million barrels 
the ground, you pump 500,000 
barrels it, and you have 
500,000 left. But doesn’t work 
that way. The term proven re- 
serves refers oil that econom- 
ical pump the prevailing 
market price. the market price 
goes up, from, say, $29 barrel 
$40 barrel, then becomes 
profitable wring lot more oil 
out the ground. Your proven 
reserves therefore up, even 
though new discoveries have 
been made. Here your assets may 
actually grow. this kind 
thinking that has led great 
many individuals, institutions, 
and pension funds buy into 
income funds hand over fist 
recently. Individual investors can 
canvass this market most 
brokerage houses. 

The third way invest oil 
buying futures the New 
York Mercantile Exchange 
(NYMEX) the Chicago Board 
Trade. The futures contract, 
like similar contracts for grain, 
saybeans, pork bellies, and what- 
ever, promise pay certain 
fixed price for “your” heating oil 
gasoline certain date down 
the road. the general market 
willing pay more for that 
commodity that time, you 
make profit. the market 
unwilling pay much, you 
lose. 

That, least, the theory 
futures trading. Actually it’s lot 
trickier and lot more complex 
and costs lot people scads 
money master its 
subtleties. This the crap shoot 
the oil business, and should 
approached such in- 
vestors. 

Finally, there indirect way 
buy into the industry: buying 
shares companies that provide 
the industry with goods and 
services. These include makers 
and providers everything from 
drilling rigs piping seismic 
equipment. 

Without question, there are 
many individual winners among 
these firms right now. But 
group, they make one the 
hardest-hit segments the oil 
business. Unless you are well 
acquainted with the particular 
merits specific company, 
wise look elsewhere 
buy your own piece the 
patch.

hey come visit every 

few years Uncle 
Dermond, Aunt Doris, and 

little Doreen. They love New 
England only people who live 
elsewhere can. They love 
quaint and old-fashioned. They 
love all the culture and the 
traditions and all the tra- 


ditional foods. 1976 you gave 
them authentic Boston baked 
beans. 1980 you came with 
Indian pudding. But this year 
your back’s against the quaint, 
old-fashioned, red-brick 
Your guests from the heartland 
have wised up. They got 
Time/Life cookbook, and now 


they know been holding 
out them. This year they want 
one our expensive regional 
specialties. This year they want 
lobster. 

You have two obvious choices 
you can take them 
restaurant and into hock for 
the rest your life you can 


cook lobster home and into 
hock for month and half. 
When you factor the possibility 
that Uncle Dermond might think 
you actually have wear the 
lobster bib the restaurant, 
contest. Dig out your biggest 
cooking pot and search the house 
for nutcrackers, pliers, other 
tools your guests can use crack 
the shells. 

The first step easy. Get out 
the Yellow Pages and let your 
fingers the walking every 
nearby place that retails live 
lobsters. There amazing 
variety the prices, and you may 
surprised where the best buy 
is. And don’t neglect calling the 
major supermarkets. 

Pick your lobsters the morn- 
ing your feast, but don’t plan 
have them crawl around the 
back seat the car while Doreen 
discovers the Children’s Museum, 
because die you let them 
get warm and dry. It’s true that 
you must cook lobsters alive 
they spoil and become poisonous 
almost immediately upon dying 
take them home and get 
them into the refrigerator. 

It’s not bad idea buy one 
more lobster than people 
guarantee leftovers, some uses 
for which are given below. And 
you let little Doreen play with the 
lobsters the kitchen floor and 
get, um, attached them before 
you cook them, you'll probably 
have two lobsters left over. 


Boiled lobster 

live lobster 
per person; 

tablespoons butter per 
person; 

fresh lemon per person. 

Before you boil any water, fit 
your lobsters into your largest 
kettle see how many kettles 
you'll have use. 19-quart 
kettle holds only five lobsters 
comfortably. need some 
headroom there: the lobsters 
will displace water, and you don’t 
want the kettle boil over. 

Now put your lobsters back 
the refrigerator, fill your kettle(s) 
two-thirds full, and let the water 
come full boil. may take 
longer than you think, don’t 
call your guests the table yet. 
While waiting, cut the 
lemons and put the butter 
small, heavy pan (but don’t melt 
yet). 

When 
furiously, send the squeamish out 
the room and drop the live 


lobsters one time, headfirst, 
into the bubbling cauldron. 
Scientists say the procedure 
doesn’t really hurt the lobsters. 
Scientists have perhaps forgotten 
the Inquisition. 

When the water returns 
boiling, let boil for minutes. 
Using tongs, remove the lobsters 
and pile them the sink. Shake 
off all the water you can, then put 
them, one one, their backs 
cutting board. What happens 
next can get messy, spreading 
few newspapers around 
hurt. Take big, heavy butcher 
knife and cut the lobsters open, 
head tail, right down the 
middle. You don’t have cut 
through their backs; just make 
sure the shell top open 
(some people prefer use 
poultry shears for this). Turn 
each lobster upside down and 
hold over the sink for minute 
drain out any excess juices, 
then put individual plate 
for serving. 

Quickly melt the butter, pour 
into small, individual cups, and 
serve everything. Lobster rich, 
you don’t need much 
with it. Rolls and salad should do. 
sure provide plenty 
napkins and lots encourage- 
ment and advice your out-of- 
town guests regarding getting the 
meat out the shells. 

After dinner, scavenge leftover 
lobster meat from the shells. 
the way, boiling piece shell 
for half hour and then wash- 
ing out with soapy water will 
keep from smelling; you may 
want preserve piece for little 
Doreen take back Omaha 
and scare her friends show- 
and-tell with. 

Measure your leftovers. you 
have more than cup and half, 
you can have lobster rolls for 
tomorrow’s lunch. 


Lobster rolls 
Serves three 

cups leftover lobster meat; 

cup finely cut celery; 

egg yolks; 

teaspoon salt; 

dash red pepper (cayenne);

The bread, the way, soft 
caraway rye, served with sweet 
butter. favorite main dish was 
broiled halibut ($7.95), aver- 
age piece fish but with lot 
flavor. bodes well 
for the steaks, which try. 

Poisson Grand Marnier ($6.50) 
one three Grand Marnier 
items the menu. does not 
bode well for the other two.

The best amenity was the 
house salad, which had quite 
lively garlic-sour-cream dressing 
over iceberg, credible tomatoes, 
mushrooms, and green pepper.

The good bats and the ugly 


Truths versus myths about these flying mammals

ats: there’s something eerie 
about these fly-by-night- 

ers that instills instant 
hysteria into otherwise rational 
people. Bats send normally calm 
people screaming out room 
seen Count Dracula 
himself, grabbing for brooms 
with which beat the pug-nosed 
critter into bloody fur ball. Why 
many dread these 
harmless mammals even more 
than fear snakes? 

Simply put, because ig- 
norant. Most kinds bats weigh 
less than ounce, and their 
own way, kind cute. 
Still through the ages, humans 
have feared the night and the 
mysteries holds and bats are 
one the mysterious creatures 
the dark. are blinder than 
bats our prejudices. Myth 
perpetuates myth, and continued 
bad press helped: most 
cultures bats represent death. 
Only among the Chinese they 


symbolize something 
longevity. 

“There are bats that come 
night and open the veins cattle 
and horses, and suck dry their 
veins. some islands the 
Western seas, there 
which hang the trees all day,

morning are found dead men.” 
Bram Stoker was exaggerating 
his 1897 classic, Dracula, but who 
was know better? However 
entertaining his novel is, en- 
tombed the likelihood under- 
standing within Drac’s coffin 
alongside crucifixes, stakes, and 
cobwebs. The book plunged 
back into the Dark Ages, and 
that’s pretty much where 
remain 1983. 

Sure, there are tropical vampire 
bats that lap blood after using 
specialized, 
but they’re not outright killers. 
Anyway, North America 
have worries; vampire bats are 
not found here. And yes, Bram, 
there are fruit-eating bats, called 
flying foxes. They have five-foot 
wingspans and cover whole trees 
Africa and Southeast Asia, but 
adapted 
guavas and figs, not jugular 
veins. 


the nine species New 
England, the three most common 
ones are the little brown myotis, 
the eastern pipistrelle, and the 
big brown bat. People are most 
likely encounter little and big 


browns, because these are the 
types that haunt attics, barns, and 
the traditional belfries. They are 
active spring and summer 
nights, consuming thousands 


insects (especially flies and 
moths) each outing. They 
hibernate upside down for five 
eight months year caves, 
mines, and other shelters where 
the temperature remains above 
degrees. During hibernation,

Despite what you may have 
read seen TV, bats are not 
disease-ridden vermin that like 
get entangled long hair. Only 
people have been known 
die bat-inflicted rabies the 
United States since records have 
been kept; foxes, skunks, and 
raccoons are much more likely 
carry the disease and transmit 
us. And the only reason bats 
buzz around our heads all 
that they’re chasing insects at- 
tracted our exhalations 
carbon dioxide. 

wasn’t until 1940 that two 
Harvard professors discovered 
how bats navigate the dark. 
The bats’ method, termed echo- 
location, involves emitting high- 
pitched sounds, audible them 
but not us, rate 
approximately per second. The 
noises bounce off objects and 
return the bats’ big ears, 
whereupon the creatures adjust 
their course avoid obstacles. 
They catch most their prey 
their wings their tails, then 
instantly transfer their 
mouths. 

Within half-hour after eating, 
bats digest their food and 
eliminate the waste products, 
shiny black turds the size rice 
grains. Bat scat guano, which 
rich nitrates, mined for 
fertilizer many tropical coun- 
tries. Carlsbad Caverns, 
New Mexico, where the colony 
Mexican free-tailed bats once 
numbered estimated eight 
million, guano was big business 
from 1901 1930, when the site 
became national park. DDT, 
disturbances spelunkers, and 
possibly overcrowding (which 
promotes the spread disease 
among the freetails) are blamed 
for the decline bat 
population. 

I've visited few caves 
life, and fortunate (at least, 
reckon it) enough live within 
couple miles sizable myotis 
bat nursery. This large, two-story 
shed has been home females 
and their young for the past 
years. (The males are solitary, 
preferring cooler roosts, least 
until the babies have grown.) 

Nighttime and bats intrigue 
end, visit the nursery 
fairly often. Last month went 
over the shed one evening 
shortly before sunset. Armed 
with red-covered flashlight, 
which allows person see the 
bats without spooking them, 
walked through the open door 
and immediately spotted bat 
the ground. Thinking dead, 
chopping block for closer inspec- 
tion. moved. stepped back, 
then forward, and saw white 
maggots emerge. These fly larvae 
had caused the movement. 
wiped hands off and started 
upstairs. 

Just like the movies, the loft 


door groaned, when opened it. 


Musky odors immediately met 
nose, and dry, metallic 
squeaks pierced the gloom. was 
mostly relieved hear these 
sounds life; the bats were 
already stirring, starting leave 
their daytime roosts. sat down 
the floor, panning the colored 
light over the cluttered room, 
anticipating. 

Most the bats were out 
sight, hiding behind beams. Sev- 
eral, though, crawled along the 
ridgepole, moving nimbly 
lizards, their midsections pump- 
ing like 
Others were groups, piggy- 
backed, ready fly, with open 
eyes black and beady. Movie 
images Dracula hypnotizing 
hapless victims flashed through 
mind, but concentrated 
the rustling, which was rapidly 
growing faster and louder. 

Suddenly bats filled the musty 
air, surrounding 
leathery wings flapping 
audible beats they passed. 
felt the breeze they veered by, 
inches away from head. 
Exhilarated and unafraid, crept 
toward the center the room. 
Then bat crashed into 
elbow; shielded face and 
retreated the stairs, where 
watched them circle round and 
round frenzy. 

Within half-hour, moonlight 
flooded the room and the bats 
found their exits the roof and 
took the night. went down- 
stairs follow the last them 
outside. The air was refreshing, 
and yet felt more invigorated 
that stuffy room full spectral 
wings. 

Most people don’t feel that 
way about sharing 
with bats, however, particularly 
not that building isn’t 
abandoned shack, but rather 
their home. Bats are most likely 
enter houses late summer; 
the young are trying out their 
wings and don’t know quite 
where going what 
getting into. bat drops 
you, open the windows, put 
out the lights, and your courage 
holds, stay and shoo with 
sheet toward window door. 
wait until daylight and cap- 
ture can box while it’s 
sleeping, then release outside 
where belongs. (Wear gloves 
this, just case.) The method 
carbon-dioxide fire extinguisher.

How tell 
Americans that 
publicanism bunkum without 
offending them? Thus was born 
the Russians’ two-headed-calf 
theory: American democracy, 
you see, all well and good for 
America but there will never 
another government like it. It’s 
two-headed calf wonderful 
beast, but impossible replicate. 
freak nature.

ovelist Laurie Colwin steeped

gewgaws and books, the place not only looks 
lived in, looks lived Laurie Colwin. 
Truly, this the perfect environment 
which curl up, reviewers are always 
urging us, with one her tomes not 
with her. For Colwin, though 
straightforward and courteous, comes 
wrapped reserve cozy afghan. 
Tiny and sharp and unadorned, with gray 
eyes and canyon dimples, clad black and 
sipping cold coffee from oversized teacup, 
she looks like Alice mourning. Her cat 
may not Cheshire but does seem 
possessed artistic sensibility: the fluffy 
feline forever situating itself among the 
eclectic artifacts create homy tableaux 
like Japanese flowers bent arranging 
themselves.

Cosmo. Often, fact, sentiment seems 
float her books like careful little slick 
atop sea irony. And the undertow both 
lulling and merciless: readers who say they 
wouldn’t dream wading domestic 
fiction have been found happily their 
necks, burbling the names Jane Austen, 
Colette, Dorothy Parker. 

Jonathan Yardley, while reviewing Family 
Happiness when appeared hard cover 
last fall, felt compelled “apologize for 
responding strongly and positively” the 
tale bourgeois Manhattan matron’s 
liberation, via illicit love affair, from the 
tweed straitjacket her own dutiful and 
selfless perfection. commits the 
twin sins writing facile prose that goes 
down easily parfait and publishing 
short stories journals that are known, 
wrote, prostrating himself before the 
ghost Ernest Hemingway which shade 
doubtless sent him off for week 
bullfights and fly casting, penance. 

Yardley, despite his abashed admiration 
for the book, also felt uncomfortable allying 
himself with its characters, idyllically 
upper-crusty are they and free from physical 
want. Polly Solo-Miller Demarest, the 
fraught heroine Family Happiness (who 
when she isn’t making animal-shaped 
pancakes for her kids commits anguished

Elisa Monte more concerned with 
acting out the mechanics music 
painting its tonal intensities and 
rhythmic detail than she with dance. 
She more interested dance steps 
than human movement. Expert her 
knitting rhythm step, Monte ends 
with movement hard-headed, 
high-gloss nature. Three the four 
dances her Loeb program (which was 
presented the Harvard Summer 
Dance Center) recalled less 
inhibited moments: “Life-Time,” an- 
drogynous 


Dragon,” the aggressive aspect Sacre; 
and “Pigs and Fishes,” the benevolent 
counterpart “Dragon.” Nijinsky, how- 
ever, had Stravinsky, Debussy, and 
Rimsky-Korsakov dance to. Monte 
chooses set her dances the pound- 
ing, repetitive music loop musicians, 
the most prominently displayed here 
being Glenn Branca (his music like 
adolescent boy’s vision nirvana; his 
abrasive, deadening rhythms are com- 
plete with Indian strings and cymbals). 
She has received critical acclaim for her 
drive, power, and energy the theme 
“thrust,” the rhythm “primitive,” and the 
dancing the (audiences love 
because it’s “exhilarating” watch). 
Nobody spends much time discussing 
the construction, because basically it’s all 
the same dance: beginning end, just 
middle, and governed mob rule. 
Monte has one the most literal 
years. 

And that’s been the trend 
modern and, now, contemporary dance. 
For the past decade our choreographers 
have employed the most literal sort 
minimalism, using entranced, inward- 
turning, Eastern-influenced music 
help them get there: Laura Dean seeks 
her voice among the rushes, 
endless spinning; Lucinda Childs con- 
structs dances out kiddy steps, 
they were Tinker-Toys. 
choreographers have kept their eyes 
they’ve learned, like their 
musical counterparts (Steve Reich, Philip 
Glass), from the Indian aesthetic. 
learned that rhythm quality, 
not quantity, and that even the most 
nonfigurative movement must 
some way poetically endowed, must 
have its basis simple emotional 
pictoral expression. 

Monte’s dancers, however, have been 


raised diet percussive arm and hip 
dislocations, and frenetically propelled 
shoulder and back isolations. They are 
capable slow-motion layouts that 
press back with wind sense 
leverage, and they can keep with any 
rhythm put them (Monte throws her 
rhythms down they were red meat), 
hula-hooping their bodies with forceful, 
muscular grace. Every action has 
reaction, every thrust parry 
perpetual motion whim (Pilobolus 
meets Busby Berkeley), and all 
fluid looks formal, not mention 
aesthetically accomplished. 

And the rub. For this sleep 
steps dreams come. Monte’s move- 
ment doesn’t often seem derive from 
anything human, though sometimes 
ballet influence apparent. The gestures 
“White Dragon” may enlarged 
intimations bondage and revolt, set 
they are Branca’s chain-gang rhythm, 
rpm, but the dance structure itself 
doesn’t enlarge the steps; just 
envies the permutations the music. 
And though the first dance, “Life-Time,” 
which the rarefied air museum 
finds the dancers moving through Egyp- 
tian profiles and pinched Indian poses, 
has visible vague structural scheme 
(three sections, the second adagio), 
meanders cumulative effect. Only 
the final image sticks, when the stage 
darkens dancers crouching slowly 
masse but not unison, until one last 
dancer glides down, like the last cat 
jump out burning building. 

“Pigs and Fishes” more Monte-food 
for the company, relentless hammering 
limbs and flying bodies. Nailing down 
the beat seems uppermost Monte’s 
mind, and she’s found vocabulary 
pure punctuation, both her choreogra- 
phy and the music she selects.

Having “Maple Leaf and 
“The Entertainer” broadcast super- 
markets and hawked late-night 
dozen dreadful, easy-listening versions 
did not give Scott Joplin his revenge 
history, the cultural respect craved 
life. Blandly appreciative audiences 
might savor his solo-piano pieces (once 
played whorehouse mood music), but 
time had watered down the cultural 
assimilation that hoped for. the 
King Ragtime should have suspected, 
his work would come back vogue 
after years, perfectly preserved and 
historically annotated only when the 
white bourgeois were certain was 
harmless. wonder Fats Waller and 
Eubie Blake, rather than Earl Hines 
Jelly Roll Morton, enjoyed well-meaning, 
better-late-than-never encore musicals: 
was easier confine the first pair. 

now, the ragtime red herring smells 
awfully foul. When waggish college 
student sits down the upright 
house party Brookline 


through Real Slow Drag,” that’s 
tolerable; when 
features liner notes comparing its 
music and performances Joplin’s, 
that’s often trouble. Still, references 
Joplin, Chopin, Villa-Lobos, and 
Milhaud cannot regiment the piercing 
Afro-Spanish rhythms Tangos, 
Waltzes, and Polkas Ernesto Nazareth 
(Pro Arte) played the. Brazilian 
classical pianist Arthur Moreira Lima. 
The patina age has blurred our 
norteamericano vision tangos: usually 
they’re remembered corny ballroom 
dance cum chicken strut B-movie 
soundtracks. Worse yet, the rhythms are 
considered banana-republic European 
rather than New World black. Nazareth 
(1863-1934) and Joplin (1868-1917) were 
both fascinated the architectural 
precision European composers. But 
ragtime, despite its jaunty syncopations, 
generally shows disdain for 
regularity blues tempo and the flex- 
ibility jazz timing. Nazareth’s tangos 
swirl with cross-rhythms that seldom slip 
into regular syncopations. You would 
expect Tangos, Waltzes, and Polkas 
more Latinized, little more frenzied, 
than Joplin’s Piano Rolls what's 


And though the 
rhythms “Two Left Feet” are amiable, 
its stolid merriment coupled with 
undercurrent uncharitable resentment 
overbearing. The rest the album, 
however, first-rate. The bare-bones 
instrumental format (guitars-bass- 
drums) enlivened horns, accordion, 
and dollop fiddle; and amid the 
stately eloquent laments there are 
raucous hollers.

the elegiac love’s heal- 
ing prerogative cast both harsher 
and more devotional light.

Nelson”; dug into 
“Lament,” Benny Lights 
Are Low,” his own “Minor Perhaps,” 
Midnight,” and, highlight 
the set, long performance Phil 
tribute the late Bill Evans, 
“Goodbye Mr. Evans.” The evocation 
gauzy style was first eerily 
exact, but the improvisation that 
followed, Flanagan’s own hard-nosed 
romanticism emerged glowing, 
expansive performance.

Oregon, this band was that city’s finest for 

fans who danced while wearing hiking 
boots and plaid flannel shirts.

The 
heroine was then exiled from 
optimism, cheer, security, and the 
safety the right thing.” How 
audaciously Colwin outlines her 
own book, except that Polly 
doesn’t die fact, neither 
feckless nor jerky, she’s arguably 
worth saving. significant 
thing that toppling from 
grace Polly, unlike Anna, dis- 
covers that grace not all it’s 
cooked be. The “perfect 
gets mad hell and isn’t going 
take any more. And after one 
wrongheaded attempt recap- 
turing innocence and order, she 
faces complicated and 
distinctly amoral destiny: 
moving trains for this hussy. 

But what distinguishes Family 
Happiness not only from its lofty 
literary model but from many 
so-called liberation novels its 
mix amiable satire and in- 
wisdom. The Solo- 
Millers are deftly lampooned, 
from their enforced solidarity 
their cornucopial brunches not 
mention their resemblance, 
according Polly’s lover, 
“racist whose “unwritten 
statutes were like the Nuremberg 
Laws which Adolf Hitler had 
been keen.” the other 
hand, they are the only family 
Polly’s got, and “family life was 
the mortar that kept the bricks 
together; the pitch that made the 
basket watertight; the chinking 
that kept out the wind and the 
weather.” Colwin, like Polly, 
sensible enough believe that it’s 
one thing throw off your 
shackles, quite another throw 
off your roof. Clearly she knows 
all about the subtle relationship 
shelter and entrapment and 
all about the smug Solo-Millers. 
one not surprised learn 


that her mother, even after read- 
ing the book, “thinks the Solo- 
Millers are exactly what family 
should be” and that Colwin’s 
Philadelphia forebears are loaded 
the gills with silver platters. 
fact, like Polly, Colwin “was 
brought run home, and 
pretty good it, too. like it. 
interested it.” She battles 
innate discomfort with public- 
ity proper woman, you will 
recall, gets her name the paper 
only the occasions her birth, 
marriage, and death).

But the character who probably 
best reflects Colwin Misty 
Berkowitz, combative 
nerable and affectedly hostile, 
who dragged kicking and 
screaming into love’s sweet em- 
brace Happy All the Time 
book that takes its name from 
Incredible String Band lyric and 
studiedly precious that its 
ironies fail gleam like Family 
Happiness Like: Misty, who 
more political than domestic, 
Colwin believes that 
struggle, large degree. But it’s 
not unremitting, unrewarding 
struggle..It seems normal 
and correct that people who are 
not psychotic, destitute, try 
create their own destinies and 
make themselves comfortable 
they can.” 

Colwin does not regard the 
comfortable, cultivated world 
her stories and novels (where 
one ever watches gets 
lowdown gritty about sex) 
uncharacteristically blissful, even 
its cushioned surface; neither 
does she consider her wealthy, 
well-buffed insulated 
from reality. “The fact that 
not having nervous 
breakdowns,” she says the 
foursome Happy All the Time 
(Bob and Carol and Ted and Alice 
without any swapping). 
not about commit suicide, and 
anxious about mostly 
positive things. think most 
people are like that.” Certainly 
one happy all the time, but 
Colwin even those crisis, 
like Polly, are somehow able 
harness the fates and pass the 
toast points.

But what most intriguing 
about Billy Bishop Goes War 
its aura almost quixotic 
melancholy: war isn’t hell here; 
“helluva time,” with all the 
ambivalence that phrase pre- 
sent and accounted for.

The sequels 
have plundered some Steven 
Spielberg’s camera setups and 
utilized John great 
tubular sharkbeat, but 
thudding and prosaic 
Airport pictures. The producers 
clearly didn’t want director for 
Jaws 3-D; they wanted techi- 
cian, they hired Joe Alves, who 
designed for the first film 
and did second-unit work the 
next. And they got what they 
paid for: Alves gives random, 
generic glimpses shark fin 
sliding through the water; and for 
portents doom has 
porpoise stick its bill into the 
camera and gurgle. Meanwhile, 
the dumb Airport plot plods on: 
wait for the sea park open; 
watch Lou Gossett, 
designer, impersonate oak 
tree; and ogle Bess Armstrong 
she rides around 
porpoises looking nubile and 
inviting 
(Armstrong has already mastered 
the art laughing everything 
order draw your attention 
away from everyone else on- 
screen.) 

Alves even deliver 
technically decent movie 
though he’s not entirely fault. 
secret that 3-D hobbles 
camera movements and staging; 
and those specs, have wear 
dim the image. (The exception 
Friday the 13th Part 
III, dreadful movie which the 
theater with decent projection 
have unusual depth and clari- 
ty.) Jaws 3-D resembles dark 
movie interrupted occa- 
sional cardboard cutout drifting 
across the foreground (and look- 
ing, many cases, like part 
cartoon).
